THE BENEFITS OF CO-OPERATION 
AND WHAT IT MEANS. 



Co-operation, like n dim aliadow in tlio 
far qfi future, doea not seem to be 
thoroughly noderstooil iu comiu'.uuties 
•which nre drawn together from all pnrls of 
the worlil; hj various cauai.'S to succeed 
as beat they can, by individual efforts and 
aalQsh views. CO-oporatiou meuiib a com- 
binatioa of forces of wliatcver kiud 
broufjlit togeiher for collectivu good, 
•when individual exrrtiona have proved 
fruitlesB. Withtut u combination of 
•will and purpose, subjected to the dia- 
oipHne of law and order, no great good 
can be accomplished. Nations could not 
sui'cesstull.y ropel invaBiou, nor could 
liirgrt outt:rpriS'--M be cai l io.i out. It ii thn 
habit of tbiiAuglo Sa-iou to be solf-roliant 
wheu left to liis owo action; being too iu- 
d»'pi-ndeiit in charncter tn asHOciate in the 
developmiiiit of things beyond his own 
limited sphere of duty. OautiouB every 
oue ought to be; but tbere is a limit even 
to caution, wheu Cft'ried to an extreme 
•whioU in iujuiious to the public gnod;and 
that cautiousiiOHs is carried to ex remeM iu 
British Columbia every intfllligtfUt obser 
ver can re.idily perceive. Befure us lies 
the evidence of all prosperoa"* oonntriea, 
and thfa oircumatuooes wbioh led lo pros- 
poiiiy of a permnnent aud piofiiable oliar- 
actei ; but in furiii^liiug au iiinstration let 
lis cilo ouo of the iiiost uufiivor*blB of _it^< 
kind, and t.ike for in.-tunco Mexico, whicb 
has been iu the throes of latent or active 
revolution sinee the dayii of the Spanish 
conquest, and review its wealth, and 
Bouice of wealth. It is wbU known that 
the country is backward in arts, sci- 
enci!, and agiicultural improvements, 
usin.K iu many plauos plough- of wood in- 
stead of iron, aud in place of Hour mills, 
grinding corn between two stones, living 
chiefly on tortillas iuatead- of loaves oi 
bread. But during these fanatical strug- 
gles, whut has furnished the means for 
war and articles of importation? Why its 
mines worked in the most primitive man- 
ner by the natives, who sunk on their in- 
clined ledges of silver and gold, and by 
steps leading down into the bowels of the 
earth, carried up tho ore on their hacks 
and crushed it by means of arastras. 
Millions of dollars have thus been raised 
to the surface annually, not only there, 
but iu most of tho South American Re- 
publics. Even in this work tbere was a 
combination of brain and muscle to 
>. Bohieve the desired result, and surely 
what bas been done in that benighted 
country without tho aid of improved ap- 
pliances can be done hero with them, at 
mucii les-s cost aud with greater saving. 
The placer diggings of Australia, although 
they attracteii large numbers of people, 
did not oouti'ibute to permanent settle- 
ment until tbe quartz mines were develop- 
ed; then the era of a new existence dawn- 
ed on that new country, and men whose 
interests were involved in the mines wore 
obliged to stay by their iuteroats an! thus 
permanently located. Tho surplus wealth 
received as dividends from mines was in- 
vested in business pursuits and every 
• nvnnnA of indnatry whore capital could 
bo employed was competed for. Ow- 
ing to the Northern purt of New Zea- 
land being owned chiolly by tho natives, 
Aucklautl could not rai-o sulEcient to pay 
goveriimenlal espi nses; Imttue discovery 
ofquar.z mine.'i cliangcd its position aud 
it also became independent of aid. Its 
oiiizeus, with a trne s^jirit of foresight, 
invested largely, and its leading mines 
were owned by locul men. There was uo 
begying and praying for foreign capital. 
There was no uunecess.iry display of rlio- 
toric used iu inducing people to invest, 
for they could not be withtield from doing 
BO. And now witness tbe result. A coun- 
try with nnhoiited credit, and an increase 
in its population of over ninet> thousand 
people, since 1866. Our destiny is in our 
own hduds, shall we use it orb inrlly jjer- 
mlL It to bi- manipulated by uth- .•' We 
appear to be owued by San_ Fraueisco a- 
it is; our chief supplie- come fr«m there, 
aud as a British >ie^endenoy we scarcely 
see a British coin. Uan etupidity go fur- 
ther than this, or is it desirable that it 
should? Ins'eail of whining for foreign 
capital, our capita i^ts here i-hoiild coma to 
there-cue for i hey have moie at st ikci 
tbtin thoie who bav'' nut tho uioajs to d" 
so. Wrt may pr^'acu from now uutil 
"oti-rnitv aiMut, brignt pr.ispeets, but it 
tiLould be borne in mind that uolecs we. 
niiike tii(-iii bright tln-y never will become 
8n. \V« hiio.v ol no Ki'''"ler iM('outi\e f'>r 
co-'j|ierati"n tli^n tiio kuowludgo of our 
iuf ividual inability to furnish svhat wo 
reyuir». One chief duty lieH belure ill 
men, who have the means to co-upemti' 
for I h<' general gnnd auil wo h"|ie that 
duty ivid be [jerioriued, in a .sj iiitof in- 
telliyeiice iind liuiiininy whiidi wiil make 
tho ^u^■ces.s, u H o,.ly i iijowildo, but per 
manent.

Tho cucourngcmont of euterprisos akin 
to the country of one'.s birth or luloptiou, 
carries with it a patriotism which iu itself 
is worthy of emulutiou by uU well-wish- 
ers. The present sparse population of 
this Province idmoHt wholly precludes 
the e."tablislunent of miiiiiifactuios of vari- 
ous kinds, on tlio gr.niiul.s that homo 
coiiHumption is too liuiiied to bo roiuu- 
uerutive to capital. It is well known ihiit 
the calcolaiiou for the |jerceiitiigo of prulit 
in tbe investment of munufactoriea is 
principally based ou the quantity con- 
sumed , and the greater the amount, the 
more labor is rei[uirod in tho produciiou. 
The great consiileruiioii to 'japitalists who 
embark iu manufaetuting t'utorprisos, is 
to make a prolit ou labor, which, if pro- 
perly niana^'d sadom fails to be romu- 
nerutive, aud more particularly so if there 
IS a su£Scient local demaod, and a reusoa- 
able pruteulive tariff on similar import.s. 

In ri-gard to miuintr enterprises, they 
ar» not as a general rule, ba^ed ou auy 
system of wise calculatioiia, for it is im- 
possible to tell what pereeuta^o of prolit 
may accrue to capital lubscribod for a 
mining venture. A few hundred dollars 
inver-todou "wiu or lose" haphazard hava 
often pro/od initiatory to fortune. To 
my mind, the prineipul consideration in 
iuvestiucnts of thi.s iiatiiro, in to first be 
cojvinced that there is a yeuuiiio held, 
.n British Columbia this fact is now os- 
tablinhod beyond u doubt. In Cariboo 
ther3 are gold quartz lodes well deliiied, 
w hich, from the croppiugs to tho depth 
of lifty feet, have by assay d and workiug 
tes's iu nearly every instance, given the 
most favorable proofs that we have there 
a gBUuine hold for investment; the hid- 
den treasures of which, under proper ap- 
pliances will not only prove largely re- 
numerativo to capital, Init will yet aston- 
ish tho world by itg richue's. To tlia 
sceptic who may tbiuk that 1 aui hoiuo- 
what visionary or proplietic in luy view.s, 
would — fiay that tho 2>ro.spects from 
which to form suoh an opinion are equal- 
ly as favorable in Cariboo, as were tho^o 
which induced capital to Nevada. £ iug 
convinced that thoro uro good mines iu 
Cariboo, it is not ho much tho foreign 
capital required, as it is tho distribution 
of our miuing stocks among the peoiilo 
resident in the Proviuca. In the former 
case, foreign capital would purchase tbe 
whole company's looations, and in all 
probability fnake the source from which 
the capital canio, tho depot for 
Sjieculatious, and rcturu of piulit; 
and in.'(te.'\d of Victoria being the prin- 
cipal headquarters of the stock o.'cidrAngo 
for the Cunboo mines, it would bo di 
verted to San Franciaoo. Tho tide of 
speculatiou will then nataraly flow that 
way. Speculators and trnvellers will not 
Imvo the desire to visit Vioturia that tbey 
otherwise woiihl. Jiasioca^i will not be 
so lively, building impruveinents will not 
be so rapid or exteaeive, priii)erty will bo 
les? sunglit for, iu fact ic will deierioraiu 
in value tho elleet of pro.-tpority on all 
classes pormuuenily resident in the Pro- 
viuco. This being tho surmise, it Mliould 
induce every one in Bntisb Columbia - 
Victoria espi'cially — lo uiidifavor by iheir 
aid lo prevent at ilio outiol as much of our 
mining stocks aa jjusaible from KOing to 
San l''rauei»co ul a iiomiual price. It need 
not l)o reiterated, lor it i-^ a f.ict known to 
all, that capital is r<'<iiiin-d to develop

2)erous and ooutonted faniilies; every in- 
dustry will ho Ktimuiated, and a gen- 
eral 'conli.leneo in the great future 
of the oounlry lirinly e-'-tablished. 

Snake Incubation. 

The Zoological Gardens of London, 
always attractive, now and then acquire 
even additional interest in tho arrival of 
Bomo new inmate, or tha occurrence of 
some rare event among those already 
ttstablished tliero. . Last year tho Prince 
of Wales' Indian collection of animalH ; 
the year before tho suako eating su-ake 
drew extra crowds ; aud of late tho ana- 
conda from liia/.il has rendered herself 
popular by bringing foi'l^li a family of 
.-■nakolings, thimi^'b, owing to tho effects 
of bur long journey and close coufiiie- 
niout, her young ones were dead. A fow 
years ago the largest snake in the gardens 
was an African python, that doposited 
above one huudrod eggs iu a nest of moss 
which had been siii)i)lied to her ; and us 
some writers about snakes have told ua 
that the python inciihatea lier eggs, aud 
that only this kind e.xliibit any such ina- 
ternul instinct, sho also drew crowds of 
tbe curious. 

The pythoness, whoso (troceedings we 
aro about to relate, having deposited her 
eggs, arranged them in a level mass, aud 
thffi) e<iiled her' oil iiriiuiid nud over them ; 
Bometitucs thoy could jubt bo diicovorod 
between her coils aud sometimes she cov 
ored them entirely. Heat combined with 
moisture are essential to the developmant 
of snakes' eggs ; and iu tbe obaice of a 
spot iu which to deposit them the laator- 
nal in.-^tiuct of tho animal in a state of 
freedom is evident. 

It is gener^dly among decaying vegeta- 
tion where heat is generated, or in home 
moist, soft herbage, where the sun's rays 
Clin penetrate. To regulate tho tempera- 
ture in a close cage, aud keep the moss 
precisely iu a condition to suit suako re- 
quirements, was by no uftana easy, and 
our pythoness seemed fur from eatistied. 
The fact, however, was established be- 
yond a doubt that sho was hatching her 
fcggfl by tho warmth of her own body. 

i>ut u most untoward disaster happened 
one night in tho overflowieg of the tank 
am<jiig her eggs, completely saturatincr 
tlieui;aud it was not Hnrprisiug,thoroforb, 
that no youug pythons appeared. The 
enormous reptile remained coiled around 
aud over her addled eggs for about seven 
■.reeks, after which they were taken from 
lier. She hud, aud witb good reason, 
bean very irritable, and evan savage dur- 
ing this time of trial, as it was midwinter, 
tho season, whtn undor other circumstan 
ces she, like her companions, would be 
half t«rpid. But oer maternal affection 
was undeuiablo, and this alone was worth 
witnessing, sinco some author.^ would 
have us believe that snakes (and partiou 
larly nou venonKHis ones) manifest entire 
indill'erouco reg.irdiug their eggs aud 
young. Tho iiytlnmeas' eggs, being, us 
usual, in one long string, tho keeper had 
no little trouble in gettiug tbem from un- 
der her,

Scientific Notes. 

Eutomologicnl BpecimenB may bo 
inatanlly nnd easily killed by dropping 
a bit of chloroform on the insect's 
head. No fluttering nor relaxation of 
the muscles is perceptible. 

Drawings made on tho assumption 
flml tho light falla from tho left-hand 
top corner api^eiir Holid ; but if tho light 
is made to fall from the right-lmud 
lower cnruer, tho object will appear 
hollow. 

A letter from Berlin states that tho 
Prus'^inu goverument has already or- 
dorea tho establiabmont of sevorul tele- 
phonic stations iu the postal circum- 
acriptions of Potsdam, Halle, Magde- 
burg, Stottlu, and the capital. 

The freezing point of other lies be- 
low any degree of cold yet obtainable, 
though iloculeut masses havo beoii ob- 
tained in impure other by applying a 
toinperuture of 31° G, or 102 degrees 
below the freezing point of Fahren 
belt's scale. 

The souring of milk during a thuu- 
doratoriu is very rapidly produced. 
Malvern W. Hes cousiders this to be 
duo to tho couversiou of the oiygeu 
into ozone; tho ozone then forms acetic 
acid, and tbe acetic acid causes the 
precipitation of casein. 

The Japanese make a bird-lime, 
which not only snares birds, but which 
catcliea and holds aniinula as large aa 
nii.iikeya. Eata uro easily cau^rht by 
placiug a board spread with this lime 
near their holes. Tho same substance 
is used for medical purpo-ses as a cure 
for wounds. 

Au iiu|jortaiit invoiitiou is nnnouuc- 
ed to have been made by Joseph Al- 
bert, the Munich photographer. By 
conibiuiug tho ordinary photographic 
procGsa with that pertaining to a pecu- 
liar printing press of his own inven- 
tion, he is aaid to hav6 produced im- 
ago.s of objocta with the finest shades 
of their iiutural colors. 

For the dc-structiou of slugs on fruit 
trees, Ihia simple and readily adminis- 
tered remedy is recommended: — Select 
a quiet morning, when the leaves are 
laden with dew, to throw up 
among tho branchos fine, dry coal 
ashes. By this menus both sides of 
tho leaves become coated with tlie 
ashes, and tho slugs are killed or driv- 
en off. 

The mode in which the Germans 
keep up their valunble superiority in 
chemical manufactures is shown in the 
fiict that one of the largest chemical 
works ill that country employs six res- 
ident chemists, with salaries varying 
between $1,500 and $2,600 y«arly,and 
also engages the services of a celebrat- 
ed chemist exclusively for theoretical 
work, i^ayiug him nearly $10,000 per 
year. Such facts account for the in- 
dustry and fruitfuluess of tbe German 
chemists. 

Observations conducted by M. Hen- 
son, extending over a number of years, 
and by him reported to the Zeitsohrift 
Zoologie, have led liiin to tho conclu- 
sion that infertile undersoil is render- 
ed valuoble by tho action of earth 
worms. These worms open passages 
for tbe roots into tho deeper part8,and 
also line these passages with a fertili- 
zing humus, which, upon microscopic 
aniilysis, is found lo reseinble tho two 
your' old mold |;i'opared by gardeners 
for flowering jjlauts. 

The recent submarine survey of the 
Baltic, undertaken bj tbe Swedish 
governmeat, took about eigbtedn hun- 
dred observations of temperature, and 
developed tho fact that three thermal 
strata exist iu the Baltic. The lines 
of separntiou aro often sharply defined 
ami tlio diilereuce iu temperature ia 
very decided. The upper slialum is 
warmed by the sun to a pretty high 
summer temperature. Under it was a 
cold layer, aud under that a bottom 
layer warmer than the middle one. 

Mr. Arthur Nichols, in a comtuuni- 
caliou to "Nature," says that the 
(daiiiiH iiiiulc for the Kucalyptua tree 
aa a dn-^ioator of malaria will not hoUl 
good iu Queensland, Australia, one of 
the headquarters of tbe tree— he hav- 
ing peraonally i.ufTered from tuahiria 
in the midst of n dense forest compos- 
ed of every variety of these trees, ox- 
teiidiiig for .'-everal inilea in every 
diieclioii, the lovality by no means 
noted for its swampy ground. £jveu 
the shepherds and stook-iuen suffer 
severely from febrile attiioks. Neither 
does tin; odor of the tree, as claimed, 
exiM'ciHo liny inlliiencu dotriinenlai to 
the existence of iiioK(iiiiloeB, aa thoy 
llourish lo such an exteutiu Australia, 
even in the Kuualyptus forest, as to 
render life a burden. 

Prof. J. L. Campbell, of Washing- 
ton and Lee University, has been col- 
lating and discuaaing the data for tho 
groat iiioteor which was soon in many 
parts of Virginia ou the afternoon of 
Nov. 20. He concludoK that its height 
was about one hundred miles, but this 
estimate is merely approximate. Its 
course seems to have been eight or 'en 
degrees west of north. Its explosion 
appeals to havo taken plaoo over the 
aoiilh-enHt covnor of Halifax county, 
about liftoou or twenty miles south- 
west of Clarksville, one hundred miles 
from Bicbmond, eighty from Lexing- 
ton, Bud fifty-five from Raleigh. It 
was a meteor of unusual size and bril 
liancy, and detonated loudly when it 
exploded. 

Mr. Edward S. jVIorso writfH from 
Tokio, Japan, that ho had discovered 
a shell heiip near Amori, wbioh enables 
him to give positive evidanco of a pro 
historic race in tho Island. Tho de- 
posit is about two hundred foot wide, 
and varies from one to hix foetiu thick- 
noaa. Il is covered by earth to a depth 
o[ three foot. As tho heap is now 
nearly half a milo from the bay, the 
upheaval of the land must have been 



found; butjvery few bone implements 

have as yet been discovered. There 

is an entire absence of flint flakes, nnd 
uenriy ao of atone' impleinoiita. No 
human bones appear to Imvo boon con- 
tained in the deposit. Tbe resem- 
blance of this shell heap to those of 
New England is very interesting. 

A Mystery at the Towers of Silence. 

A sensation has been cmised in the Par- 
see community l)y the di-.clor,;iro (jf ru- 
mors, which havo hi ou cuculuting u 
Bombay for the oust three wetks, with le 
gard to ceriiiin mysterioas oiroumstauces 
that took place at the Towers of Silence 
on Juno 23. Early ou the morniug of tin 
23d a I'arsee died, aud Ihreo liour.s after 
ward his body was exp.ised to the vul- 
tiiies in Tower No 1, l.;c illy known as 
Kapis Kliao's IJohliiua (a tower.) In the 
afternoon ttu. thei- body was tukeu to ihe 
towers, and it woa decided to expose it in 
Ivapis Khau's tower also. Tho funeral 
proee^■sion proceiuled thillier and h.id 
taken the formal far(-u(dl o: t*o do. id, 
wliicii is cuslomary, while tliu corpse 
bearers (nussil^fiulurs) were O|joning the 
iron doors of the tower. Tho naisass ilars 
pushed the door open, looked in, saw 
nomething unusual, and then closed tho 
door again. Descending the steps they 
told the mourners that the body could 
not bo oxpo.sed thi re, biiimiiBt be carried 
to another tower. Thoy were (luestioned 
about theiraingular proceeding, hot cho-o 
only to give ovusive and rude an^twers. 
-J.'he procession was formed agdio and 
moved on with tho body to tower No. 2, 
where it was duly exposed. One ol ihem 
suspected tli.at all was not right, aud he 
Went lo the Si(;iee or priiyi/r liou.-,u and 
watched the eorso hcin-r-. Ho saw them 
ro enter Power No. 1. where they remaiue 
for half au hour. Ihesiispiciou dawno 
upon the watchers that the corpse-bearer.-< 
had observed some one alive (probably 
the Parsee who had l;een exposed that 
morning) in tower No. 1 luul had re- 
turned hither to murder him, iu accord- 
ance with a well-known Zoroastruiu 
superstition that no ono should bo allow- 
ed til return into the world from u Tower 
(U Silence, otherwise he will be the cause 
of dreadful playues. He comm ii iiicaiiiil 
his susijicious to a number of people, aud 
noon a kuowUidge of the allair spread 
throughout the I'arsbO oomnumity. Al- 
though It was esciting the Varaees to the 
very cores, whole sections believing thiit 
the rias^assiilars had committed the 
dreadful crime of which they wore sus- 
pccud, siugiihirly uiiough the native 
press .'-tudioUHly oiiserved silence upou 
tlio subject, and it was not until tho gist 
of anonymous letters which had reached a 
Bombay pauor were put into shape that 
the conduct of the nassaasalars was open- 
ly discussed. 

It has been pointed out on behalf of tho 
Pancliayet (live individuals who are the 
recognized luads of tho Parsoo com- 
munity) that tho whole story has arisen 
from the insolenoo of the corpse-bearers 
in-refusing to give a prompt explanation 
of the reason why they had refused to 
open No. 1 Tower and then shut it up 
again. Had they said at lirst that U\o 
body had fallen against the door, and that 
they did not like to push open the door 
further lest tho mournera should bo 
shocked by seeiug tho mutilated corpse, 
tne excitement that has since arisen would, 
the Panchiiyel believe, never bave taken 
place. This explanation pleases some of 
tlie Parseo community, and merely ex- 
cites the ridicule of olhers, wliu will have 
it that the story fold by the corpsi -bearers 
was only an iift'--rtliought invented to save 
them from tho cousetjuemes of tl eir 
guilt. Iho Pttuchayet have pointed out 
that chains are hung round the inside of 
ths towers lo enable persons who may 
come to life again to escape ; but all tho 
same, yming and eiilig'iti iie.l I'arsi <msiu, 
as distinKUished fr im tho onhoio.i 
Zoroas trianism, believe th.it the corpsc- 
bearera sti l have iustrnciious to ler no 
one esoape frjm the Tomb of Silence. — 
l^ondon Globe.

There nre now prospect- 
1 ig parties iu the headwaters of the 
Skagit, whose explorations may make 
a second Pactolus of that now com- 
paratively unknown stream.— "Intelli- 
gencer." 



The death of Samuel Bowles, of the 
Springfield "Republicnu," removes 
one of tho ablest American journalists 
from a usefullife. During the past 
twenty your.s his newspaper has been a 
political bible in tho central portion of

influence. Mr Bowles was barely 
past fifty years of age, but bad worn 
himself out iii his professional labors. 
Ho was a man of whom it must be 
truthfully snid that he had always been 
a newspaper man, thoroughly conver- 
sant with all the rudiments of journa- 
lism. In early life be began his la- 
bors at tho 'case,' nnd worked witb 
unllnggiiig zeal in f-very brunch of the 
buaiuoss as he climbed the ladder, on 
whose upper rouud.s ho found ample 
room. He was a man of strong preju- 
dices as a political flri;er, but you 
soon forgave that for the sake of his 
genial companionship. A week ago 
this paper predicted his death as a 
foreshadowed certainty, for we knew 
that an active brain Lad thoroughly 
exhausted a weak and eirervated body. 
It was to the energy which hurried him 
to bis grave, that Springfield was best 
known as the place where the "Repub- 
lican" is published.
